As to Usury. 

Some months ago, when the condition 
of the farmers and planters of southern 
and southwest (ieorgia was made the 
subject of comment in the newspapers, 
Tuk Constrrviion ventured to suggest 
that if a searching investigation were set 
on foot, at the bottom of the trouble 
weuld be found the interest law now 
upon the statute book. In the discussion 
of the subject we have seen no reasun to 
change our views as to the operations of 
that law; on the contrary every fact thus 
far brought out constitutes an argument 
in favor of a state policy which makes no 
attempt to regulate the necessities of in- 
dividuals, and which allows the citizen 
to use his own judgmeat and discretion 
im Cairying on his private business. 

When the interest law was before the 
assembly, Tus ConstiruTion | 
pointed out that its operations would be 
felt only by the farmers and other classes 
whose necessities might prompt them to 
borrow, provided no statute stood in the 
We endeav- 
ored to show that it would have no sort of 
¢ fect on the rate of interest in business 
and commercial transactions, and we 
predicted, moreover, that it would 
drive farmers and others to purchasing 
supplies on time at ruinous rates of in- 
terest. These predictions have been al- 


most literally fulfilled. 


The commissiouer-of agriculture, in 
his recent report, which has already 
been noticed in these columns, states that 
corn is selling at the average price of 89 
cents a bushel cash,and at $1.12 on 
“time.” These figures possess great sig- 
nificance in view of the facts Tur Con- 
srirutTion has been endeavoring to im- 
press upon the law-makers and those 
who are supposed.to have some influence 
with the law-makers; and they are trebly 
significant when it is borne in mind 
that similar rates are paid on bacon and

the people. He is putting the seryice on 
a strictly business basis; and he is so far 
advanced in the work that he already 
sees daylight and cheap postage aliead. 
The preparatory step consists in bringing 
the expenditures of the department 
within its revenues. At the outset the 
infant mail service earned a small sum 
for the treasury, and this continued to 
be the case down to 1835, when a small 
deficit occurred—a deficit that was yearly 


$5,656 705 in 1860. During the war the 
balances on the wrong site of the ledger 
were small, and in 1865 there was an ac- 
tual profit of nearly a million of dollars. 
Ever since that year there has been a 
considerable deficiency, and under the 
rule of Brady it became alarming. 

Mr. James has succeeded so well 
in lopping off the corruptions and 
extravagances of the  star-route 
ring that he hopesto make the department 
self-sustaining during the next fiscal 
year. The estimated receipts of the post- 
office department for the next fiscal year 
are $39,578,789, and it is believed that 
they will exceed this sum. Returns from 
the larger offices from the interior and 
from the south support this expectation. 
The amount author'zed by congress to be 
expended in the next fiscal year by the 
department is $40,055,432.20, and the ex- 
penses will have to be reduced only 
$1,376,643 to establish the department on 
a paying basis. The reduction is already 
$1,000,000, and a reduction of several 
hundred thousand dollars more can even 
now be foreseen. There can be no doubt 
that a jndicious and fairand honest re- 
organization of Brady’s star service will 
bring into reality the dream of the postal 
expert, a postal department not only self- 
sustaining, but aflording profit to the 
government. 

This once secured, the next step is easy 
and natural—a step that has been too 
long delayed by the contractors and 
thieves that have infested the depart- 
ment during the past ten years. This 
step is two-cent postage. Just as the use 
of postal cards has increased the aggre- 
gate receipts, so would two cent postage 
increase the use of the post and the 
revenues of the department. A year or 


is a good preparation for cheaper 
postage, and the country should be 
thankful to President Gartield for placing 
the department in the hands of honest

of ita existence when he assumed contro! of 
the mill as receiver. Since his appointment 
as receiver there has been but one pay-day, 
Then the 15th fell on Sanday and the em- 
ployes were paid on Saturday,ihe 145, this 
they claim was a recognition by Mr. 
Wilkins of the validity of that contract. 

Tbe millers further assert that they went 
to work on the morning of the 
15th of the present month 
fully expecting to be paid before the day 
ended, but when night came and the wages 
were still unpaid they ‘shut down.” This 
they claim isthe true cause of the sus 
pension.

NEW POSTAL ORDERS, 


What a Keporter Gathered at Mr. 


Terrtili'’s Office. : 

The scarcity of news yesterday gave THE CoN- 
stiTUTION reportorial corps the spring fever, and 
a general loaf was the result. fn searching for 
good places to escape the intense heat, ore of the 
reporters stepped into the office of Mr. Terrill 
superintendent of railwey mail service. 

After lounging around a few minutes, one of 
the clerks said: 

‘Do you know that new orders have been 
issued in regard to the trausmission of samples 
of flour or other powdered substances by mail, ia 
a ‘dition to those required by section 223, postal 
laws and regulations of 1879?’’ 

‘‘No; what is it?’’ was the repor‘er’s reply. 

“Well, hereafter the flour or other powder must 
be inclosed in a transparent bag or envelope 
made of parchment, parchment paper, tracing 
cloth, orsimilar material. and so sealed that it 
will be impossible for any particles to sift through. 
The bag or envelope cuntainiog the flour or 
other powder, must be inflosed ina box or tube 
made of hard wood or metal, with ¢liding clesp 
‘Yr screw lid (ntita lid fastenéd on by screws in 
serted on the outside). If the box be made of 
metal, no sharp edges or corners must be ex posed, 
but the edges and corners must either be rounded 
we rd protected by wooden or strong pasteboard 
shield.’’

* Of course they will: and every samplwv 
of flonror other powdered substacces, not put up
